Paddock Held Under 
Bond For l. S. Court 


Benjamin H. Paddock. Tucson 
ex-convict accused of robbing a 
Phoenix hank and trying to run 
over an FBI agent with his auto, 
was being held under 525.000 
bond today for U. S. District 
Court. 

Paddack, 34, who lived at 1122 
N. (amino Miraflores und°r the 
name of Patrick B Paddock, was 
seized in downtown Las Vegas, 
Nev.. yesterday after a desperate 
bid to avoid capture. 

When two FBI agents closed 
in an him, he jumped into his 
car and tried to run one of them 
down. He halted, the FBI said, 
when the other agent fired a shot 
through the windshield. 

Paddock, father of four chil¬ 
dren, was arraigned before U S. 
Commissioner Angus Blad and 
waived preliminary hearing. He is 
charged with the 54.627 robbery 
Tuesday of the 19th St. and Mc¬ 
Dowell branch of the Valley Na¬ 
tional Bank in northeast Phoe¬ 
nix. 

The FBI said a loaded pistol, a 
blackjack and considerable money 
were found in his car. 

Tuesday's holdup was the branch 
hank's fifth in 27 months. The 
robber, disclosing to a woman 
teller a pistol under his shirt. 


had her fill a shopping bag with 
currency. 

He sped off in a car stolen 
about two miles from the bank 
a few minutes before, and aban¬ 
doned it at a parking lot. A 
hank official pursuing in a com¬ 
mandeered auto saw the robber 
drive away in another car fitted 
with two large radio transmis¬ 
sion aerials. 

The aerials led to the arrest 
of Paddock, holder of an amateur 
radio license. 

Techniques used in Tuesday’s 
robbery closely resemble those 
used in three other Phoenix bank 
holdups totaling 530.000, Edward 
Boyle, agent in charge of the 
FBI in Arizona, said yesterday. 
A search by Boyle and three of 
his agents failed to turn up any 
loot at Paddock’s Tucson home.
